Firemen to Have Easier Party 

Your FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
WHAT IS IT? For many years 
this column has been trying to 
acquaint the folks of Sierra Mad- 
re with the activities, personnel 
and what the fire department is 
trying to do. Whether you like 
US, the firemen, to say so, or 
whether it comes from someone 
else, there is little question as to 
the Importance of the fire depart¬ 
ment and as to its being the 
function of first importance in 
emergency. Too much depends J 
on the firemen themselves and 
not enough attention Is given by 
others as to what and how fire 
fighting efficiency Is progressing 
The firemen themselves know 
when and what Is needed In order 
to Improve methods of fire fight- ; 
ing. To learn these matters is 
whv the men attend fire meet¬ 
ings in other secLIons. If we do 
not equip the stations with the 
latest and most reliable fire fight¬ 
ing materials, we are only fool¬ 
ing ourselves. A fire truck 1 
worth $10 000.00 that stands ap¬ 
parently idle mav seem to be ai 
waste. But IS IT? There have 
been those who have said. “What 
do we need such equipment for, i 
haven’t we got the help of near- : 
by cities, if we have an emer- 1 
gency?” Now, to me, (the hum¬ 
ble writer of this column) that is 
a remark that borders on asin- 
inity. To have proper fire fight¬ 
ing equipment is like carrying ac¬ 
cident insurance. If you never 
have to u?e it. so much the bet¬ 
ter. And for the "love of Pete," 
if we never use It, glory be and 
glory to the firemen and the peo¬ 
ple for being so careful as to pre¬ 
vent fires from getting into our 
hair. Glory Be! There is a limit 
J to all things and certainly no per¬ 
son or persons should be per- 
| mitted to run wild, but at no time 
1 in the history of the Sierra M’dre 
Fire Department has there been 
anvone who has gone wild by 
adding an exhorbltant expense for 
fire fighting. When the depart¬ 
ment or anv Individual member 
becomes foolish and unwi*e, that 
is the time to limit what the flre ! 
department mav purchase. Cer¬ 
tainly a growing city such as 
cur’s needs onlv the best, especial¬ 
ly the best in fire fighting equip¬ 
ment. To date we are well equip¬ 
ped as far as fire trucks and con¬ 
veyances are concerned, but to be 
safe, good reliable hose' Is needed 
Much of the hose now In use is of 
an ago that places it in the un¬ 
reliable stage. There is little use 
and little saved bv being too con¬ 
servative. Not onlv Is it foolish, 
but very embarrassing to those 
of us who are remonsible for the 
results of fire. Hose on the new 
truck is of the finest quality and 
will he In reliable condition for a 
number of years. Hose on the I 
other trucks Is of an age that Is 
bad. We should have new to 
supplant it. Because March had 
five Fridays, there will be no 
regular drill and meeting this 
week. There will be some fire 
drills by members of the drill 
teams. Such drills are cardinal 
and the men appreciate the neces¬ 
sity. All realize the danger of 
fire and the possibility of an oc¬ 
curence at any time.' All work 
toward the prevention of fire, but 
still strive to be efficient for an 
emergency. Firemen who are not 
interested and who do not offer 
anv effort to become expert are 
of little value to the organization 
or to the city. 

It is expected that we will have 
an Easter Party at the City Park 
this season. Pefore the war. with 
its many denials, the Easter P?rtv 
was an annual event. We shall 
now endeavor to renew the prac¬ 
tice bv holding the partv and Its 
accompanying effects. The date 
has not been set. This will be 
announced very soon. The kiddles 
are assured of another of the old 
time egg rolls and such, with 
prizes awarded. 

A recent fire call to the Canyon 
District was n proof of the neces¬ 
sity of a trained fire department. 
Much more damage would have 
been done if water hid not been 
controlled. The arrival of the 
firemen in good time was with¬ 
out doubt the reason that the 
spread of the fire had not reached 
another house. When the fire was 
reached bv the firemen, it was at 
the "explosive stage.” This is a. 
degree when smoke suddenly 
bursts Into flame. Had the fire 
reiehed this stage before our ar¬ 
rival. there is little doubt but the 
flame would have extended to 
heights detrimental to the entire 
canvon territory. It Is ample 
proof that the first minutes at a 
fire are the minutes that are the 
most important. It is so much 
easier to extinguish a small fire 
than a big one, and we all know 
that. 

The beneficial rains of the past 
davs make all of us feel prottv 
good. It will not be too long the’ 
before the growth as the result j 
of such beautiful moisture will be¬ 
gin to dry and then, be on the 
look out.
